Eye Witness Testifies. 
W. H. Arrow, sn eye witness, tes­ 
tified that on the evening of Sep­ 
tember 11, he had alighted from a 
street car at the corner of High­ 
land and Treasure avenues. 
He was 
on the east side of tho street and 
was waiting tor traffic to pass in or­ 
der to go to the west side of the 
street.

European war, with its enorm ous 
expenditures and its heavy dem ands 
on the resourcec of the fu tu re in 
the form of long term loans intro­ 
duced a new era in national bor­ 
rowing and w rote a new chapter 
into the history of national credits. 
The people of th is country as a 
resu lt of the war borrow ings of the 
United states G overnm ent, 
have 
been 
given 
a 
choice 
form 
of 
security, and Uncle Sam has been 
proclaim ed the world z m ost clever 
and skilfu l borrow er. 
W hile our 
Uncle Sam owes the tidy sum of 
tw enty billion dollars, on which he 
is a t present paying 
a m axim um 
4 1-4 percent 
in terest, he is now 
able to borrow at less th an 4 per 
cent, while the last issue of T reas­ 
ury 4 1-4 per cents are now selling 
a t 8 points above par on the New 
Y ork Stock Exchange. 
The debt is a legacy from 
the 
g reatest war in history, the pro­ 
ceeds of the loans used to pay the 
war expenses of the United States 
and its allies, and would be only 
h alf as large If the European figh t­ 
ers had been able to pay th eir own 
way. 
B u t th a t is n eith er here nor 
th ere, the debt, as represented by 


the outstanding Liberty bonds, will 
be paid o ff according to schedule, 
through the plan of liquidation calls 
for a certain num ber of renew als 
and extensions on the part 
of 
the j 
loans as they m ature. 
W ithin the next two years, about I 
seven billion d o llars’ worth of the 
United S tates G overnm ent’s bonds. | 
will m ature. 
Included in this list j 
are two and 
h alf billions of 
the j 
third Liberty Loan, which fall due i 
in exactly two years. 
Though only j 
two years to run, these bonds com ­ 
mand a premium of a little more 
than one per cent in the listed bond 
m arket, showing th at investors are 
willing to sacrifice one 
per 
cent 
from the to tal incom e of 8 1-2 per 
cent, in two years, on money in­ 
vested in these bonds. 
To use a popular 
term , 
this is 
“ glass” in the field of Investm ents 
and ought to be very gratifing to 
Treasury o fficials and those in high 
au thority at W ashington. But even 
with this low yield, 
the 
L iberty 
bonds have brought hom e to thou ­ 
sands of investors m ore real money 
than th ey have recieved from the 
m otley array of yellow-edged “ se­ 
cu rities” prom ising a ll 
the 
way 


form 6 to 100 per cent annual divi­ 
dends. 
Great credit is 
due 
Secretary 
Mellon for his skill and sagacity in 
cutting down the 
annual interest 
charges paid by the government on 
new and refunding loans through 
the long and short term 
borrow­ 
ing markets in the last five 
years. 
It would be a great mistake, how­ 
ever, to overlook 
the part 
played 
by partiotic American bankers and 
investors in this great 
enterprise 
of Treasury financing. 
Unless they 
had been willing to put their funds 
into government bonds paying from 
1 to m 
per cent less than other 
recognized channels of high grade 
investments, 
the Treasury’s issues 
would not have found 
so 
many 
permanent resting places.

Opposed World Court 
Her opposition to the world court 
was well known, in spite of the fact 
that she refuses to be interviewed 
for publication on 
any 
political 
subject. 
She has always been con­ 
tent to let all the news of her tell 
what she does, not what she says. 
Besides, she has preferred to keep 
her thoughts to herself most of the 
time. 
Leaders gather at her home 
in 
Massachusetts 
avenue, 
and 
her 
dinner table is one of the most im­ 
portant “social lobbies“ of Wash­ 
ington. 
She and her husband arc 
favorites in the diplomatic social 
circles, and they like to gather bril­ 
liant people about them, and 
to 
| associate with those who are mak- 
| ing the wheels go around— In other 
| words, with their own kind. 
“Princess Alice“ is credited with 
enormous political 
power because 
of her profound knowledge of poli­ 
tics, her native talent for it, 
and 
the astuteness which legend says 
she possesses. 
As she never shows 
her hand or reveals what she does 
politically, only legend exists. 
Amusingly Youthful 
She is amazingly young looking, 
and her youth and charm seem to 
have been enhanced since the ad­ 
vent of Paulina, the daughter now 
nearly two years old. 
Of

speculation 
u p o n 
whether or not Alice Longworth 
will accept the place on the Re­ 
publican national

Those old-fashioned persons who 
think that woman’s place in poli 
tics and life in general «is as the 
inspiration and helpmeet of some 
man find comfort in Alice Long- 
worth, but this comfort is rather 
precarious. 
Alice Longworth is a 
Mark Hanna rather than a femi­

course, foregone a separate office 
holding career, such as she doubt­ 
less could have had, while her hus­ 
band has achieved success in public 
office. 
But it may have suited her 
purposes better to do so, regard­ 
less of her sex.

L I V E R P O O L , Oct. 
1 — The 
great new organ of Liverpool Cathe­ 
dral, which cost $175,000 and Is 
the largest in the world, is now 
completed and will be dedicated 
on October 18th. 
A. E. Temple, director of Henry 
Willis and Sons, of Liverpool, who 
built the organ says: 
“We started work on the organ 
before the war, but it was held up 
until peace came. The lowest note 
weighs more than a ton and is 37 
inches In diameter. 
“The instrument has five rows of 
keys, 222 
draw 
knobs, 168 stops 
and 10,934 pipes. 
It is played by 
electro-pneumatic action, the mech­ 
anism being driven by motors with 
a total of 35 horsepower. 
“The extent of the organ is such 
that there are 17 telephones from 
various parts of the instrument for 
the workmen to communicate with 
the 
assistant 
at the keys during 
tuning. 
“Organists from all parts of this 
country and the United States are 
to attend the dedication service and 
recitals which have been arranged. 
“The interest 
in 
the 
United 
States is such that we have had 
numerous requests that 
the 
re­ 
citals should be broadcast. 
Most 
probably 
they 
will be relayed by 
Daventry 
from 
Liverpool for the 
benefit of Americans.”

His work is a development of a 
discovery made by Doctors Adams 
and K ohlschutter of Mount Wilson 
Observatory, th a t spectral analysis 
could be determ ined both the ab­ 
solute brightness and distance of 
stars. 
The Chinese student 3 discovery 
differs from Dr. Adams* 
in

whereas the la tte r’g 
method de­ 
pended on lines appearing within 
the spectrum 
of 
the 
stars, 
his 
method depends on a study of the 
background in the ultra-violet re­ 
gion.

Both m ethods determ ine the ab­ 
solute brightness of the »tar by 
means of the spectrum, and by com­ 
paring 
them 
with 
the 
apparent 
brightness compute the distance. 
These methods, in addition to be­ 
ing more accurate than the trouble­ 
some, 
old-fashioned 
triangulation 
method, are able to m easure the 
more distant stars and present re­ 
sults in a shorter time. 
Observations in the old method 
were taken over a period of a year 
or more.

CHICAGO, Oct. 1.— Richard Ev­ 
ans. 19, was in the county jail to­ 
day awaiting execution on the gal­ 
lows. following one o! the quickest 
murder trials in the history of Cook 
county. 
Evans, a paioled convict, shot 
and killed Police Officer Edward 
Finnegan after the latter had ar­ 
rested him for a traffic law viola­ 
tion. 
The youth offered to plead 
guilty if the death penalty were 
waived. 
State’s attorneys objected. 
A Jury was quickly sworn in. 
Only one witness too« the stand, 
Evans' brother, who testified the 
defendant was 19 years old. 
De­ 
fense counsel asked for mercy be­ 
cause of Evans' "extreme youth”. 
The state demanded death. 
Judge Harry B. Miller charged 
the jury, and in less than ten min­ 
utes they had returned a verdict of 
guilty. 
The court overruled a mo­ 
tion for a new trial and set the date 
of execution for October 22.

ALBANY, N. Y„ Oct. 1. r— The 
New York state bonus commission 
will pass out of existence on Decem­ 
ber 31. 
State 
Comptroller 
Vincent 
B. 
Murphy of Rochester, who as fiscal 
officer of the state, draws the checks 
in favor of the men eligible to re­ 
ceive a bonus, announced today that 
the total number of claims paid up 
to September 1, amount to 399,667 
out of a total of 414,995. 
To date the total, amount of bonus 
paid to World War veterans by this 
state is $47,117,366.67. 
In addition to Comptroller Mur­ 
phy the Bonus Commission is com­ 
posed of State Treasurer Lewis H. 
Ponds, Attorney General Albert Ot- 
tinger and Adjutant General Frank­ 
lin B. Ward. 
“An analysis of the figures cov­ 
ering bonus applications shows that 
the major percentage of the men 
who submitted claims under the 
bonus law had their, claims grant- 
ed,” said Comptroller Murphy. “Out 
of the total of 414,995 applications, 
only 
6,434 
have 
been 
rejected. 
There still remains 8,894 claims to 
be disposed of before the commis­ 
sion goes out of existence." 
Some veterans who saw service 
only long enough to put on and take 
off their uniform, received bonus 
checks amounting to 33 cents but 
there were very few of these, the 
commission said. 
A total of 26,174 leterans con­ 
tributed their bonus to the Vet­ 
erans Mountain Camp and the Dis­ 
abled 
American 
Veteran’s 
Unit. 
These contributions totalled $208,- 
965.

there is buried the remains of the 
third highest priced trotting horse 
that has lived in the world up to 
the present time, yet it is a fact, 
and also a fact that this famous 
horse lived and roamed about the 
fields of a stock farm for a num ­ 
ber of years before its death. 
This horse was

for 
whom $75,000 was paid when he 
was at his prime.

Jane McCrea met her death dur­ 
ing the Revolutionary war, under 
circumstances which have given her 
a name and place in history. 
She was bom In Bedmlnster, N. 
J., but after the death of her fa­ 
ther, a Scotch Presbyterian clergy­ 
man, she lived near Fort Edward, 
N. Y., with her brother. 
In July, 
1777, at the time of Burgoyne’s In­ 
vasion from the north, she was vis­ 
iting a Mrs. McNeil at Fort Edward. 
Her lover, David Jones, was an 
officer in a Loyalist regiment and it 
appears, on the morning of July 27, 
he sent a small party of Indians, 
under Duluth, to bring her within 
the English lines, where the two 
were to be married. 
Meanwhile another party of In­ 
dians. under the Wyandotte, Pan­ 
ther, captured Miss McCrea and 
Mrs. McNeil and these Bavages were 
pursued and fired upon by Ameri­ 
cans. 
Mrs. McNeil arrived in safety at 
the English camp and the next day 
a scalp, identified as that of Jane 
McCrea (whose body was found Boon 
afterward) was brought in. 
The 
Indians claimed that she had been 
shot accidentally by the pursuing 
Americana, but it seems almost cer­ 
tain that she was killed by the In­ 
dians during a dispute for posses­ 
sion.

gion, from the threatened depreda­ 
tions of the Japanese beetle, 
the 
quarantine line will he extended, 
probably hv the middle of October, 
westward as far as the mountains. 
While Pennsylvania agricultural 
department officials have not yet 
advised 
the 
federal horticultural 
board just where they think the line 
ahould extmd, it will go a« far west 
as Harrisburg, at least, along the 
Susquehanna river, and will proba­ 
bly extend to the natural boundar­ 
ies of the mountains in order 
to 
facilitate the enforcement of 
the 
quarantine along the roads. 
This quarantine will prevent the 
shipment of uncertified plants, soils 
and plant products from the infest­

It’s few people that have any de­ 
sire to dive from lofty ladders or 
towers into water, life nets or any­ 
thing else. But most of us do get 
a thrill out of watching some other 
person, who has the nerve to try 
It. 
Miss May Collier, the high diving 
performer at the New Castle fair 
this week, has been following this 
dangerous profession since sixteen 


years of age and it was just about 
fourteen years ago that she started 
her career, which has led her into 
all parts of this country and all 
parts of the world. 
Her home is in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and she is a native 
of America. 
The average spectator in watch­ 
ing the performance of Miss Col­ 
lier hardly realizes that she ^ near 
death every time that she 
dives 
from the top Of the ladders said to 
be ninety feet in height. 
When her body reaches the wat­ 
er in the tank, it has an approxi­ 
mate weight of 7,000 pounds, due 
to the force of gravity. 
It takes 
just two seconds for her body to 
come from the top of the ladder to 
the tank. 
Miss Collier continues to do this 
death defying stunt twice a day, 
in spite of the fact that in 1918, 
while performing in Buenos Aires,

ica, that she sustained injuries that 
kept her in the hospital for six 
months and almost resulted in her 
death. 
She was performing adjoining a 
bull fighting arena, when one of 
the bulls broke from its quarters 
and crashed into the top guy wire 
of her ladders just as she was about 
to dive, precipitating her, off bal­ 
ance to the tank. 
As she was descending at the 
rate of forty-five feet a second, she 
realized that she was going to land 
outside the tank and turned what 
is termed a back jack and managed 
to land at the edge of the tank. 
Unfortunately she sustained an in­ 
jury to one eye, that caused a cat­ 
aract and also injuries of the spine 
that kept her in the hospital for 
many months.

Coyotes Ondawed 
h New York State 


Imported Pests W ill Be Wiped Out 
As Result Of Sheep 
Raids 


The apparently innocent fad of 
bringing in coyotes to cross with 
police dogs has resulted in so m any 
sheep killings in New York state 
th a t the legislature recently passed 
a bill prohibiting any fu rth er im ­ 


portations of prairie wolves w ithout 
perm it. 
The bill was drafted at 
the request of the New York state 
farm bureau federation, says the 
R ochester D em ocrat and Chronicle 
and H erald. 
According to E. V. Underwood, 
secretary of the federation, the coy­ 
otes have become a serious nuis­ 
ance in O rleans county, w here lt is 
estim ated 1,000 sheep w ere killed 
by them last year. 
Two coyotes 
were killed in this vicinity during 
the past w inter and they have been 
seen in o th er parts of the state. 
In com m enting on the serious­ 
ness of the coyote invasion, A. A. 
Allen, professor of ornithology* and 
chairm an of the commiasion on con­ 
servation of Cornell, said th a t it 
was alm ost certain coyotes would 
become established in a wild state 
in New York were not some such 
r,r,«hih(tinn as th a t provided by re­ 


cent bill put into effert, as sooner 
or later they escape to lead a wild I 
existence. 
According to Professor Allen, a 
coyote will live anyw here th at a reel 
fox will, and is 
controlled 
with 
m uch m ore difficulty here than on j 
his native prairie in the west. “ They 
are sm all enough to live on sm all 
rodents If kept out of the farm yaru 
by relentless w arfare,” says P rofes­ 
sor Alien, “ but large enough to kill 
sheep, pigs, faw ns and even sm all 
calves the in stant th a t w atchfulness 
is lessened. 
They are very prolific, 
having nine or ten young at a lit­ 
te r and are clever enough to raise 
them w ithin striking distance of 
the pasture w ithout a farm er being 
aw are of th eir presence until the 
whole band is large enough to de­ 
scend upon the sheep pasture and 
m ake a big 
killing 
in a 
single 
night.”
